Blayhach,  situated  near  the  Midland  Road  at 
Montclair,  waa  entirely  destroyed  by  fire.  The 
loss  was  $10,000;  Insured  for  $6,500. 


THE  til'CCSXS  OF  THE  FREE  SCHOOL 
SYSTEM. 

There  is  one  great  fact  which  i.s  more  a 
concurring  proof  of  the  success  of  our 
arhool  system  than  any  incidental  opinions, 
however  much  they  may  be  entitled  to  con 
fldeace — the  fact  that  the  schools  have  held 
and  continue  UT  hold  so  firm  a  grasp  upon 
the  sympathy  and  intelligence  of  the  people, 
of  whjch  the  evidence  is  seen  in  their  self- 
imposed  taxes  for  school  purposes.  In  the 
State  the  cities,  the  towas,  and  rhe  rural  dis¬ 
tricts.  the  people  of  this  country  mfanally 
vote  to  take  from  their  own  pocketa  the  sum 
of  eighty  millions  of  dollars  and  pay  it  over 
for  the  support  of  the  public  schools  in 
which  their  children  are  educated.  There 
can  be  no  longer  any  question  about  the 
people's  judgement  of  the  utility  of  the  free 
pnblic  school.  Fortunately  its  develop¬ 
ment  has  been  most  complete  and  rapid  in 
onr  cities.  It  has  saved  them  from  barber 
ism.  In  the  two  hundred  and  eighteen 
cities  especially  reported  by  the  Commission¬ 
ers  of  Education,  a  million  and  a  half  of  pn- 
pila  are  enrolled  in  the  public  schools,  while 
oaly  three  hnndped  thousand  are  enrolled  on 
the  private  and  sectarian  schools.  It  is  the 
great  Instrumentality  for  Americanlxing  the 
immense  masses  of  our  foreign  population. 
Ix»k  st  Boston,  twenty -five  years  ago  con 
siderably  more  than  half  the  population  con 
tinted  of  foreigners  to  a  large  extent  illiter¬ 
ate.  So  that  now  a  large  percentage  of  the 
present  native-born  population  consists  of 
the  children  of  Illiterate  foreigners;  yet  of 
the  native-born  population  of  today  the  il¬ 
literate  are  only  seven  in  a  thousand.  The 
public  school  teacher  and  the  truant  officer 
have  done  the  work.  But  this  is  not  si  I ; 
while  -the  public  school  wss  grappling  with 
this  Herculean  task,  it  was  keeping  up  to  the 
standard  suited  to  the  requirements  of  the 
children  of  the  well-to-do  native  ritizpns.  .and 
even  of  the  greater  part  of  the  wealthy  class. 
Sonio  years  ago  a  high  English  educational 
official ,  while  visiting  with  me  some  public 
schools,  asked  if  the  professional  classes  sent 
their  children  to  the  public  school.  1  an- 
aaswered;  “  In  one  I  shall  take  you  to  see, 
you  will  find  a  son  of  of  the  Chief  Justice  of 
the  commonwealth,  in  another  a  son  of  the 
Governor  and  in  another  a  son  of  the  Mayor 
of  the  city.**  The  eon  of  the  Bacon  street 
merchan  ia  comjtcting  for  honors  in  the 
same  class  with  thesoa  of  the  Irishman  wiio1 
saws  his  wood.  It  has  eveu  happened  that 
girls  from  the  highest  rank  in  the  social 
scale  have  been  found  in  the  public  school. 
Wlule  the  population  increased  six  hundred 
per  cent. .  the  number  of  pupils  ia  private 
schools  actually  decreased.  This  Is  only 
one  example  out  of  the  hundreds  of  success 
— triumph,  may  it  not  be  saM — of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  fine,  nonsectarian  public  school  system.
